The  daily  grind  of  the  classroom  routine  is  frus- 
trating to  no  end  if  the  aims  of  education  are 
temporarily  lost  to  the  student.  But  solace  may  be 
found  in  ilie  re\s'ard  \\iiich  comes  with  the  success- 
ful fidiillmeni  or  re(|uired  academic  learning. 
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.  .  .  With  the  jungle  of  urban  life  crushing  in  on  us  from  all  sides  and  a  snarl 
of  traffic  creeping  down  the  pavement  which  forms  the  main  portion 
of  R.P.I. 's  campus,  who  could  feel  the  free,  silent  spirit  which  pulsates  in 
the  veins  of  our  college  and  nurtures  in  every  one  of  us  the 
will  to  learn,  love,  grow  freely,  and  willfully  improve  our  minds  in 
order  to  throw  off  the  shackles  of 

archaic  ignorance  which  burden  our  modern  world?  To  the  casual  ob-
